AGRICULTURAL  INCOME  IROM  PRODUCTION  IN  1936 


In  the  release  issued  December  19,  1936,  the  Bureau  made  available  prelim- 
inary estimates  of  the  gross  income  from  1936  production  for  the  major  groups  of 
farm  commodities.  Ordinarily,  preliminary  estim.ates  of  this  nature  are  revised  at 
the  end  of  the  crop  marketing  year  and  detailed  figures,  on.  farm  value , gross  and 
cash  income  by  States  and  commodities  made  available.  This  year,  an  extensive  re- 
vision in  the  whole  series  of  estimates  of  income  from' farm, production,  involving 
a change  from  a production  year  to  a calendar  year  basis,  has  delayed  the  issuance 
of  detailed  figures  on  1936  income  from  farm  production. 

To  meet  the  wide  demand  for  more  detailed  1936  figures,  the  following  table 
has  been  prepared.  This  table  provides  preliminary  estimates  of  gross  income  from 
farm  production  for  1936  for  the  several  principal  farm  commodities  and  is  a fur- 
ther breakdown  of  the  estim,ates  published  in  the  December  19,  1936  release.  In 

addition,  this  table  also  shows  preliminary  estimates  of  cash  farm  income  from 
1936  production.  In  conformance  with  previous  like  estimates,  income  from  crops 
is  computed  on  a crop  year  basis,  and  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
on  a calendar  year  basis.  It  should  be  noted  that  no  revision  of  the  preliminary 
estimates  of  1936  income  from  farm  production  has  been  attempted  in  this  table. 

The  figures  on  1936  gross  income  by  groups  of  commodities  are  identical  with  those 
in  the  December  19,  1936  release.  The  main  purpose  of  this  table  is  to  make  those 
preliminary  figures  a little  more  useful  by  providing  a more  detailed  commodity 
breakdown.  A minor  change,  however,  has  been  made  in  the  estimate  of  Government 
payments  made  to  farmers  in  connection  with  1936  farm  production.  Instead  of 
totaling  $480,000,000  as  originally  estimated,  these  payments  amounted  to  approxi- 
mately $400,000,000.  The  total  cash  income  (including  Government  payments)  from 
1936  production  of  $8,100,000,000  is  the  same  as  in  the  original  release.
